A'ctiinated  production  of . ice  cream,  in  the  United  States  during  March  totaled 
57^ o00_, 000- gallons^  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  the  second  highest 
March  output  of  record,  exceeded  only  in  March  I96I, " when  58; 855; 000  gallons  were 
procraced.  Production  was  up  4 percent  from  March' 1963  and  8 perceht-from  the 
1958-62'  average  for  the  month.  

Prom  February  to  March,  production  advanced  16  percent  on' a'  calendar  month 
basis.  On  a daily  average  basis,  the  seasonal  gain  this  year  was' 8' percent,  compared 
with  7 percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  9, percent  on  the' average  .in  the  1958- 
62  period.  Temperatures  during  March  were  normal  or  irarmer  than  nonnal  from  the 
Atlantic  Coast  to  the  eastern' sections  of  Uiscohsin  and  Illinois,  and  "Arkansas  and 
Louisiana.  Below  normal  temperatures  occurred. in  the  remainder  of  the  country,  ex- 
cept for  an  area  in  Texas  and  one  in  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

Ice  cream  production  increased  from  March  I983  in  all' regions  of  the  country 
except  the.. South  .Atlantic,  where  it  decreased  1 percent;  and  the  South  Central,  where 
it  decreased  2 percent.  Output  \ro.s  6 percent  more  in  both.  the.  ilorth  Atlantic  Region 
and  the  East  North  Central.  An  11-percent  gain  occurred  in  the  VJest  North  Central 
States.  In  the  West,  production  a.ns  2 percent  more  in  the  Pacific  States  and  8 per- 
cent larger  in  the  Mountain.  In  'the  three  leading  ice  creamrprpducing  states,  pro- 
duction MtiG,  up  7 percent  in  Pennsylvan.ia;  and  5 percent  in  bo'th  New.  York  and  ■ 
Co-lifornia.  ...... 


Compared  with  the  1958-62  average  for  March,  ice  creani  manufacture  was  more  in 
all  regions  except,  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  2, percent,  de.ss,..  _ Increa.ses 
ranged  from  5 percent  in  the  important  North  Atlantic  States,  to  I6  percent  in  both 
the  Lest  North  Central  and  th'e  Mountain.  Gutputm;as 'up-  8 percent  in  the  East  North 
Central  Region  and  7 ' Percent '-in  the  South  Atlantic.  . 'Uie  Pacific -States  registered 
a 13-pcrcent  gain.  Increases  from  the  average  in  the  three  leading,  states  were  4 
percent  in  Pennsylvania,  7 percent  in  Neiv'  York, and  15  percent  in,  California.  In- 
creases occurred  in  all  other  states  except  New  Jersey,  Ohio, . Iowa, , Kansas,  West 
Virginia,  Florida,  Tennessee,  Avlaboma,  Louisiana,  and  Oklahoma.

Compo.red  vith  March  I963,  sherbet  production  increased  in  all  regions  of  the 
counti’y  except  the  South  Central,  vhere  it  held  steady,  and  the  South  /.tlantic, 
t/hcre  it  decreased  shaicply,  Tlic  strongest  increase  iras  recorded  in  the  West  North 
Central  Rvegion .

This  was  g percent  less  than  in  Ms.rch  1963;  hut  I7  percent  more 
than  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month.  Output  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year 
■i/as  1 percent  more  than  in  the  first  three  months  of  I963  and' I9  percent  greater 
than  the  5 -year  average.  . 

The  seasonal  increase  from  February  to  Mc.rch  this  year  (ca3.endar  mon'bh  basis) 
1/as  28  percent,  compared  with  34  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  24  percent 
on  the  average  in  the  I958-62  period.  Seasonal  Increases  occurred  in  all  important 
Ucllorine -producing  states  except  Missouri,  Arkansas  and  Arizona. 

Compared  with  March  1963;  production  increased  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  Louisiana, 
Tc:cas,  Oregon  and  Nevada.  Output  was  steady  in  California.  Decreases  were  slioi/n  in 
all  other  Mellorine -producing  states.
